DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/23/2010 
has been entered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. As noted in the last Office Action (Notice of Allowance mailed 7/14/10), claims 
11-14 and 24-37 have been canceled. Claims 39-52 have been added. For text of these 
claims, see the Examiner's Amendment in the Notice of Allowance (7/14/10). Hence, 
claims 38-52 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The most 
relevant art of record (Freed et al. 6,132,363) discloses a cardiovascular support system 
containing two gas lines. The invention disclosed by Freed contains an external gas line 
and an internal gas line with a connection fitting between the two components imbedded 
within a patient's skin. Freed does not disclose a coaxial relationship between the

opening of the second gas line and the lumen of the second gas line. The gas lines of 
Freed have multiple bends adjacent to the connection fitting (See Fig. 4). Freed further 
does not disclose a wholly implantable connection fitting since part of the connection 
fitting is external to the body. While the size of the connection fitting of Freed would 
allow the component to be wholly implanted, such a modification would be counter to 
the teaching of Freed which discloses imbedding the fitting within the skin in order to 
have an external interface to the implanted gas-line. Lastly, Freed does not disclose a 
subcutaneous anchoring collar located on the surface of the second gas line.
